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hirobako is a love letter to the anime 
industry. It doesn’t glorify it or por¬ 
tray animators as hyper-talented 
geniuses, and many of the characters in the 
show admit they do not even understand why 
they’re working in the industry. But there’s 


something that keeps them passionate 
about what they do, even if it may not 
be the most respected form of media 
out there. 

Shiroboko is also a genuinely well- 
written and entertaining story in its 
own right. Its a highly informative and 
interesting look at what the process 
of creating anime is all about, but it 
is more than that, too. And it is also 
courageous for being an original series 
and for telling a story about adult 
characters rather than the typical high 


school fare that anime is seemingly 
incapable of escaping from. 

If you are expecting tons of drama or 
deep, philosophical themes (in which 
case Td argue you're in the wrong 
medium), Shiroboko is not going to be 
for you. It is a story about the mun¬ 
dane, the everyday struggles of the 
workplace. Rushing to meet deadlines 
is often the most the characters have 
to deal with in any given episode. And 
theres something inherently appeal¬ 
ing about that, I think. The closer 


something is to reality—the more 
mundane it is, the more you can relate 
to and empathise with whats going on. 
Being able to empathise is perhaps the 
most important part of any story. 

Shiroboko does attempt to break 
away from otaku fantasy-land by mak¬ 
ing its world more resemble ours. 
There are obese characters, old char¬ 
acters, married characters and all sorts 
of other types that populate our world, 
yet are seemingly extinct in the vast 
majority of anime. There's definitely

still a large 'moe” appeal for most of 
the female characters, but there is 
never a point where it becomes over¬ 
bearing. Shirobako doesn't resort to 
panty-shots and beach episodes and 
other sorts of contrived nonsense 
in order to make the girls appeal¬ 
ing. Their cuteness is more natural; it 
stems from their personality and their 
flaws rather than their body, even if 
Yano's stockings and Diesel-chans 
side ponytail are perhaps the greatest 
things my eyes have ever witnessed. 

I do have to wonder why anime are 
so afraid of including female charac¬ 
ters outside the high school age range, 
as if they are somehow incapable of 
being interesting or likeable once the 
clock strikes 18. The girls of Shirobako 
are in their 20s and yet they are far 
more appealing (and yes, more cute) 
than the vast majority of teenage char¬ 
acters. Maybe that could be my own 
oldness speaking, but I'd like to see 
more variety and more 20-somethings 
like there are in Shirobako . There's far 
more that can be done with adult char¬ 
acters. Shirobako understands that life 
exists outside of high school, and it 
isn't afraid of showing that life. 


But only talk¬ 
ing about the 
appeal of the 
characters would 
be a disservice, 
as there is far 
more that makes 
Shirobako an out¬ 
standing anime. 
Most people 
who watch the 
show are going to have their attention 
on its portrayal of the anime indus¬ 
try and the animator's lifestyle, which 
are shown with extensive detail in each 
and every episode. Even if you have no 
knowledge of how the anime industry 


works, by the time you finish Shiro¬ 
bako , you'll have a pretty okay idea of 
how it does. It does not just focus on 
the animators alone, but also the lower 
roles (such as the delivery dude/lady), 
all the way up to the very top manage¬ 
ment who decide the voice actors and 
how the anime should end. It does 
lend to a deeper appreciation for anime 
as a whole, as you'll realize that even 
the complete stinkers may have sucked 
because of a minor managerial mistake 
rather than incompetence. 

I cannot speak to how accurate these 
things are since I'm not an animator 
myself, but what I can tell is that the 
show is obviously idealized to some 
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extent. It is, after all, meant to be a 
piece of entertainment rather than a 
documentary, so occasionally the char¬ 
acters will do things such as working 
at superhuman speeds or engage in the 


usual manzai routine for comedic effect. 
The story actually goes completely 
bonkers in the last couple episodes 
(with one of the characters actually 
deflecting bullets with the lard in their 
belly—YES REALLY), so it wouldn't 
be a good idea to expect Shirobako to 
be a perfectly accurate representa¬ 
tion of reality. And then there's those 
talking stuffed animals that are never 
really explained. Magic or something? 

The fact that Shirobako is an anime 
original series and not an adaptation of 
some other manga or light novel makes 
it an inherently positive presence in 
anime, I think. P.A. Works not only 


made a great anime, but something that 
is strictly "anime" and not a property of 
some other medium. Personally, I am 
getting pretty bored of anime's role as 
the "adaptation medium." The industry 
would benefit 
from more titles 
like Shirobako, 
even if that 
means studios 
taking a bit of a 
financial risk. 

Shirobako can 
be a bit mislead¬ 
ing though. The 
first episode 
creates the 
impression that 
the entire story is going to be about 
the five high school friends working 
together in the anime industry, but 
that isn't really how things pan out. It 
is a story about the events of Musash- 
ino Animation. Only two of the five 
girls work there as regular employees 
for the majority of the series, with my 
goddess Diesel joining in the latter 
half and the remaining two pitching in 
at the very last moment. Some people 
may find this a bit disappointing, but I 
thought it was the proper route for the 
story. Adult life rarely ever works out 
exactly as planned, and Shirobako is 
very much an anime about adult life. 


It would be pretty ironic if an anime 
about animation had poor animation, 
so it's fortunate that Shirobako looks and 
sounds as nice as it does. There is none 
of the usual "same face" phenomenon 
that plagues most anime with a moe art 
style (which Shirobako most definitely 
has), and the backgrounds are often 
filled with detail (like an anime figure 
sitting on a desk to the side) which 
makes having a wandering eye rec¬ 
ommended. It's a bright and visually 
pleasant show, while the music, even if 
it's not particularly notable, creates an 
appropriate atmosphere. There are no 
melodramatic "please cry now" piano 
pieces and for that, I am thankful. 

Regardless of preferences and stan¬ 
dards, I think Shirobako is more than 
capable of being one of the most enjoy¬ 
able experiences anyone has with anime 
for a very long time—especially so if 
you have any sort of passion for the 
anime industry. It's well written and 
free of any noteworthy flaws, sure, 
but it's also informative and unique 
for a medium that has been plagued 
by sameness for decades. Why there 
haven't been anime like Shirobako 
until this day remains a mystery to 
me, but it has made me regain some 
hope for the anime industry—it's still 
capable of creating great things, it

Consequently, otherz authorzs, dirzectorzs and 
animators emulate these themes in an attempt 



to capitalize on emerging trends to gain attention for 
their respective projects* The anime industry is no strang¬ 
er to this rule* One example of this is the rise in the “moe” 
treric^which has been a staple of the anime community for 
nearly a decade now* The point being that very few are 
willing to stake their name and capital on ventures which 
strive for a destination which lies outside the safety of the 
expected* Many who take this route fail and are forgot¬ 
ten, even less succeed* However, this commentary will 
. focus on a project which did succeed in this regard* The 
2005 anime Mushishi, an adaptation of a manga by the 
same name, defies the expected norms and creates its own 
unique path to presenting its story* 

Mushishi is somewhat of an anomaly when it comes to 
the anime industry* The series presents itself with 26 
self-contained episodes, which are not organized in any 
particular fashion and loosely tied together by the pres¬ 
ence of a main character, Ginko the Mushi Master* More 
importantly, the series presents its viewer with 26 “com¬ 
plete” stories, all with a beginning, middle and end* An 
impressive exploit since many series fail to achieve this 
feat in 12 or even 24 episodes* Even more striking is to 
claim that the Mushishi s foundation is built on the char¬ 
acters it presents in each episode* A perplexing declara¬ 
tion since almost every character in the series is restricted 
to a single appearance* Despite this fact, most receive an 
astounding amount of back story, purpose and develop¬ 
ment* These characters, along with their respective stories, 
form the core foundation of Mushishu The purpose of this 
commentary will be to discuss this foundation along will 
other features of the series which make Mushishi a suc¬ 
cessful endeavour* 


Before we delve into the series, it is important to high¬ 
light the production credits and give due diligence* As 
mentioned above, the original source material is the manga 
Mushishi by Yuki Urushibara which first appeared on 



bookshelves back in 
1999 and ended its run 
in 2008* The original 
manga was well received 
by critics and its indi¬ 
vidual volumes regularly 
ranked in the top 10 best¬ 
selling list in the Japan* 
In fact, the manga won 
the 2003 Excellence 
Prize for Manga at the 
Japan Media Arts Festi¬ 
val and won the 2006 
Kodansha Manga 
Award in the general 


manga category* The anime adaptation was directed by 
Hiroshi Nagahama who has been involved in several other 
notable projects such as Flowers of Evil (Aku no Hana), 
director); Guilty Crown, storyboard; and Revolutionary Girl 
Utena (Shojo Kakumei Utena), animation director* The 
animation production was handled by Artland, an old 
and well established studio which has chosen to remain in 
the background for most of its existence* However, since 
its establishment in 1978, Artland has been involved in 
quite a few noteworthy series, such as Legend of the Galac¬ 
tic Heroes (Ginga Eiyu Densetsu ), handling assistant anima¬ 
tion for many of the iterations of the Mobile Suit Gundam 
(Kidd Senshi Gundam) franchise and the series at hand* 
The initial premise of the series is rather unique and 
helps to set up a rather fascinating and atmospheric 
world* The story revolves around the journey of Ginko, a 
Mushi Master, who seeks to both acquire knowledge of 
mushi and to help those adversely affected by the mysteri¬ 
ous entities* Mushi are spirit like beings that are rather 
mystifying and are difficult to define* They are not ani¬ 
mals, plants, alive or dead, but sit somewhere between all 
these categories as an important part of the ecosystem 
and the balance of life* It would be best to think of them 


as primitive spiritual beings who are part of, yet ensure 
the circle of life* In fact, many are referred to as gods or 
guardians within the series* Their forms differ so greatly 
that it is literally impossible to come up with a description 
which would define all mushi* In some cases, leaving the 
premise of the series as such an open question would have 
an adverse effect on the overall plot* However, one of the 
major pillars of Mushishi is the actual mystery behind these 
diverse entities and is what drives many of the storylines* 
Let s delve into how we are presented with the premise* 




Secondly, Ginko arrives on the scene and first learns what 
kinds of mushi are to be blamed* In the process, both the 
victims and the audience learn more about these mysteri¬ 
ous entities* Next, the climax arrives in which Ginko and 
the victims work together in order to both dispel the mushi, 
but also learn more at the same time* Finally, we are pre¬ 
sented which a conclusion to the episode where we learn 
the fate of those involved, not always being a happy ending* 





There are both advantages and drawbacks from this 
formulaic setup* Firstly, the advantage is that each episode 
is set up with a clearly defined beginning, middle and end 
to ensure that the viewer is presented with a complete 
story* While this may seem like a rather vague positive to 
attribute to the narrative structure of every episode, it is 
an important attribute that surprising amounts of series 
lack* The obvious drawback is that this narrative set up is 
rather repetitive and can begin to wane on ones patience 
when too many episodes are watched in succession* How¬ 
ever, several important factors come into play and save 
the viewer from this consequence* The first of which 
is the bountiful cast of characters, their presentation 
and development* 

As mentioned above, one of Mushishts pillars is the 
strength of its characters, especially the manner in 
which they are constructed* The characters fall into 
two categories, Ginko and everyone else* I say this 
because with the exception of Ginko and one or two 
minor characters, no single character appears for more 
than one episode* However, their characterization, 
development and back stories are so well presented that 
their single appearance in but a single episode is remark¬ 
able* Furthermore, almost every character the viewer 
meets is unique* Each has his or her own background, 
development and desires, the only common factor being 
that they have been adversely affected by mushi in 
some manner* One might argue that a single episode 
is not enough for character development, I would 
have to agree* It is when we consider the time 
restraints of a single episode, that the feats of 
Mushishi become more notable* Within a 20 


to 23 minute range, the series is able to effec¬ 
tively implement a background, purpose, di¬ 
lemma and significant change in a character 
and their story* What we have to consider is 
the ability of achieving this exploit without 
skipping any important steps in the afore¬ 
mentioned narrative set-up of a beginning, 
middle and end in every episode* Of 
course this is not an acceptable amount 
of development for a series which is 
bound by an overall plot, but is a re¬ 
markable amount considering

the time constrictions of a single episode* 

Something must also be said for Ginko, our main char¬ 
acter* While we do receive glimpses of his past and how 
he came to be, his role in the series is not to change and 
develop as would normally be expected of his position 
within the series* Rather, Ginko acts as our window into 
the world of Mushishi, or in other words the vehicle which 
allows us to explore the world in the first place* The view¬ 
er follows Ginko along his many journeys and experiences 
all the supernatural mystique of the mushi as he does* 
However, as our portal into this world, Ginko is also full 
of personality and despite his mysterious origins is fully 
relatable to the viewer* He is sarcastic when he needs to 
be, he is as inquisitive as we are about mushi and is filled 
with sadness and guilt when he cannot save someone* 
Instead of having the story revolve around Ginko, he acts 
as our companion as he ventures towards the stories and 
witnesses them alongside the viewer* Overall, as the main 
character, the question is not about the development or 
progress Ginko experiences* Rather, like the viewer, his 
role is to witness the development and progress of others* 
Another factor which forms a strength of Mushishi and 
develops the repetitive formula it follows is the actual plot 
of each episode* While every dilemma in the series is 
either caused by or related to mushi, the storyboard writ¬ 
ers did a magnificent job at making the plot of each epi¬ 
sode fresh and unique* This can mostly be attributed to 
the magnificent use of the mushi as a plot device* As men¬ 
tioned above, mushi are these mysterious and nearly inde¬ 
scribable entities that cannot be defined in a single de¬ 
scription* In this case, the mushi lend their uniqueness to 
every episode of the series* Each mushi has its own form, 
nature and needs for existence* As a consequence, the 
results of human interaction and thus the adverse affects 
Ginko must first witness, then solve are different each 
and every episode* As a plot device, the use of mushi en¬ 
ables every episode, story and interaction to be different 
from the last* Therefore, negating the repetitive formula 
each episode follows* 

We must also note that mushi and their unique abilities 
are used to bring up many interesting themes throughout 
the series* Most notably, mushi are used to bring up a wide 
range of ethical question* Without getting into 
spoilers, a few examples would be episode 
9, “The Heav^Seed,” which deals with 
the issue ofsacrificing one life for the 
greater good; or episode 23, “The 
Sound of Rust” which is one of the 
handful of episodes which deal with 
the matter of ostracization* There is 
also episode 22, “Shrine in the Sea,” 


which deals with death and rebirth and the matter of 
cheating death* What is most important to note out of all 
these examples, as well as many I did not list, is that these 
themes are brought about using the mushi and their spe¬ 
cific abilities which enable us to view and thus ponder 
these issues* 

Thus, what can we conclude from the writing of Mushishi , 
more specifically its character presentation and plot? Firstly, 
we can determine that despite its formulaic narrative, 
Mushishi is able to produce 26 unique episodes due to 
both its use of characters and the uniqueness of mushi* 
Mushi are used as plot devices to initiate and guide an 
episode, and since no single mushi is the same, each epi¬ 
sode s plot goes in a different direction* Within that 
framework, characters and the problems which they face 
are either caused or amplified through the use of mushi* 
As a result, this enables the process by which we explore 
characters in each episode* We are able to witness their 
backgrounds, desires, problems and as the episode pro¬ 
gresses, we witness the eventual change in their story as 
Ginko attempts to aid them* Lastly, Ginko does not per¬ 
form the role of a traditional main character, but rather 
acts more as our window into the world of Mushishi and 
enables us to witness these stories through his eyes* 
Therefore, despite the lack of an overarching plot, 
Mushishi is able to generate just as much structure, devel¬ 
opment and world building using an episodic format, 
mushi as plot devices and a simple narrative format* 

The next factor to take into consideration is the audio¬ 
visual presentation of the series* Firstly, let s begin with 
the animation* I would like to point out that I am not an 
animator by any means and that my knowledge of this field 
is superficial at best* Therefore, I cannot make a critical 
analysis of this section, nor will I pretend to just because 
I have watched a significant amount of anime* Rather, we 
will look at some strong and weak points from the per¬ 
spective of the average viewer and compare Mushishi to 
other titles of the time to judge its relative value in terms 
of animation* 

Firstly, we will go over some of the positives* The first 
remark I must make about the animation is that it is con¬ 
sistent and remains as such throughout the series* All too 
often we have series that have drops in animation quality 
midway or throughout a series* With Mushishi this is not 
the case* Next, I would like to point out the backgrounds 
of the series* Since most the series takes place near forests, 
mountains and large bodies of water, the animation of the 
scenery is quite important* The superb animation of the 
backgrounds contributes a very “natural,” atmospheric 
feel to the series* In this regard, the animators at Artland 
delivered great visuals for the backgrounds which are 


certainly above average in my opinion* The last positive I 
would like to |>oint out is the animation of the mushi 
themselves* As m^tioned^^Bve^ mushi are unique and as 
a result their modelswid forms vary immensely from the 
simple to the complex* And while most mu'shf look--*weird,” 
they are also mysteriously beautiful* On the other hand, I 
have only one negative to point out, the character models* 
The characters that we come across in the series are all 
more or less similar and uniform in the manner in which 
they look, especially in regards to facial features* This is a 
shame since each character in terms of personality and 


back story are actually quite unique, but the animation 
fails to reflect this* 

In terms of relative animation quality in relation to other 
works which were released around 2005 we can determine 
that Mushishi was certainly above the standard* If we take 
a look at notable series from a decade or so ago, we come 
across titles such as Shakugan no Shana (2005), Full Metal 
Alchemist (.Hagane no Renkinjutsushi, 2003), Ghost in the 
Shell (Kokaku Kidotai , 2004) and Aria the Animation (2005)* 
For the most part, these series such as Ghost in the Shell 
either set the high standard or such as Shakugan no Shana , 




the norm for the time. In a quick comparison to these works 
as well as others which were not mentioned from 2005, 
Mushishi certainly holds its ground. The animation does 
not match up with the highest standard of the time, but 
definitely seems to be above average in terms of value. 
Overall, the animation is successful in translating a fan¬ 
tastical yet very natural world to the eyes of the viewer. It 
may not have been the best for the time, but was certainly 
near the top of its class. On top of that, the overall animated 
presentation has aged rather well over the past years. 

The musical score, on the other hand, is the much stron¬ 
ger presence of the two when it comes to the audiovisual 
presentation. The tracks composed by Yukifuni Makino 
are all diverse and well suited to the series. For the most 
part, every track is able to stir the emotions of its listener 
from the soothing, melodic beats of one tune to the eerie 
sounds of another. For example, a highlight from the sound¬ 
track labeled “Yawarakai tsuno” is able to be soothing, 
eerie, yet moving all within the same track. Many other 

tracks bring up a similar set of 


emotions and responses from the listener and others are 
able to have a entirely different result due to the sheer 
variety each track brings to the series. It is also important 
to mention that each and every of the 26 episode of the 
series is equipped with its own ending theme. Each suited 
to fit the tone of the episode which preceded its presenta¬ 
tion. I do not think that there would be much debate if 
I declared that the soundtrack was the key component 
of Mushishi s well noted atmospheric label which it has 
received over the years. 

On the other hand, I must make a note of the voice act¬ 
ing for this series. I personally cannot 
comment on the Japanese dub 
of Mushishi , but I can state 
my impressions 
of its English 



Firstly, Travis Willingham does a fantastic job in his role 
as Ginko* In a quick comparison to the Japanese version, 
Willingham seems to be able to infuse more life and per¬ 
sonality into Ginko, than his Japanese counterpart* On the 
other hand, I must mention to voice repetition in the series* 
The series has many speaking roles, most of which do not 
last for more than an episode* Therefore, with the English 
dub we begin to notice a handful of actors playing 2, 3 or 
even 4 roles in the series* Like the uniform animation of 
the many characters in the series, this also contributes in 
downplaying the uniqueness of every character* 

With all being said, we have now arrived at the end of 
this commentary* For the sake of the conclusion, let us 
reiterate some of the major points I have brought up 
about Mushishu The series is different and does not fit the 
norm of the anime industry in many regards* Therefore, 
this brought up the question as to why Mushishi was a 
successful endeavour* This question has many answers, 
but we focused on four: the plot of each episode, the char 
acters, the animation and soundtrack* As we have seen, 
each episode is unique despite using a similar narrative 
format, the reasons for this being factors such as the use of 
mushi as plot devices or our next category, the characters* 
The characters were the central focus of each episode and 
thus the series overall* Despite their short appearances, the 
series was able to make them interesting enough for the 
viewer to be engaged in each of the storylines* In many 
cases, their stories were related in some manner to the type 
of mushi Ginko had to ward off, making the plot, charac¬ 
ters and structure of each episode intrinsically tied* The 
stories the series attempted to convey to the viewer were 
supported by great animation which was successfully able 
to translate the dual nature of the fantastic yet natural to 





the eye of the viewer* And finally, the musical score was able 
to provide a soothing yet diverse soundtrack which pro¬ 
vided Mushishi with its trademark mellow atmosphere* 
When all is said and done, what do I have to say about 
the all elusive “enjoyment” factor? Once again, I have 
elected to opt out the use of the word “enjoyment” be¬ 
cause I do not believe it be the proper term to use in this 
context* Rather, I have decided to use the term ' experi¬ 
ence/' vague I know, but I will defend its use* Mushishi , 
for myself, was one of the most unique series, anime or 
not, that I have ever watched* The reason for this was not 
the great writing, animation or soundtrack, but the cul¬ 
mination of all these factors when they come together* 
Yes, you can find great writing, animation and 
soundtracks elsewhere, but it is very rare to find them all 
within one title* It is even rarer to find them working to¬ 
gether to provide the overall emotionally moving, thought 
provoking, soothing yet hauntingly beautiful product that 
Mushishi provides its audience* Therefore, what I can say 
is that my overall experience with this series was something 
wonderful to behold* Especially after having watched many 
other anime, definitely sticks out as a shining example of 
the end result of such cohesion between all its moving parts 
of the story, characters, animation and soundtrack* It is 
difficult to find a series that has such a fluid and smooth 
cooperation between all its foundations and is also able to 
swim upstream against the strong current of the generic

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hough I dabbled into fashion design years ago 
as hobby, I still had an interest in the subject. I 
took anime, as well as original, characters and 
drew them wearing “fashionable” clothing. 
When I stopped drawing, I continued to 
somewhat follow the fashion scene, A few years 
have passed and discovered Japanese fashion by 
watching Japanese television dramas. Some of 
the early fashions I’ve been exposed to are 
visual kei, kawaii fashion, knee-high socks, 
ganguro, gyaru (gal), Shibuya, Harajuku and a 
few fashion sub-categories I can’t remember. 

The one fashion that has been spreading 
around the world in recent years is Lolita 
fashion. The most “common” image of Lolita 
fashion that comes to mind are the soft 


Sunny ; Hello hello! Sorry, I’m at work and I can’t multi¬ 
task because I’m helping train some new folks. 

But yes! I’m Sunny, I’m 26 and I’ve been into Lolita 
for just under two years now. I was interested many 
years ago from the movie Kamikaze Girls , and a friend 
of mine who’d been interested far earlier than me. She’d 
actually bought an older “baby” dress in around 2008 
or so, and that was the most exposure I’m received 
from it...outside of seeing girls at conventions. Then 
after I graduated college, a friend of mine shared a 
dress on Facebook based off of my favorite French 
book, so I decided I was going to buy it. Then I real¬ 
ized I didn’t know a single thing about Lolita, but I 
knew Jhericca who did and asked her for help, 

Jhericca : LOL, I guess since Sunny brought me up, I’ll 
go next, XP 

Sup, my name is Jhericca, I’m 25 and I became a 
Lolita in December 2012,1 saw Lolitas at a local anime 
convention and found out that we had a local commu¬ 
nity, I thought it was beautiful and decided that to try, 
I did some research online and talked with the girls of 
78 


pastel-colored dresses with floral, cupcake or 
polka dot prints. Also included are matching 
hair bows, white stockings and colored hair.,, 
the Sweet Lolita fashion. Aside from that, 
there are many other sub-Lolita fashions, 

A few months ago, I joined this online co¬ 
splay discussion group. In this group, we would 
have a group video chat once in a while to talk 
about the many aspects of cosplay. It was a 
great way to meet other cosplayers from 
around the country to talk about issues on 
cosplay. This is how I met Sunny, a Lolita from 
the Dallas area. We’re here to have a short 
discussion with Sunny and a few of her fellow 
Lolitas about how it’s like to be a Lolita in their 
part of the country. 








the Metroplex Community, then bought my first 
Lolita dress and went to the Christmas meet-up. 
After that I got hooked. LOL 

Bri: So I guess I will go next! 

Hello my name is Britny and I'm 24 years old. I 
first learned of Lolita fashion back in middle school 
but figured it would always be a far off dream. I 
dabbled in it when I first started college but con¬ 
sider my real start August 2013 when I bought my 
first brand dress at AFest [AnimeFest]. I went to 
my first meet up with the Metroplex Community 
in January 2014 at Lorelai’s New Year meet up. 
It’s been almost two years now and I've loved 
every minute in the fashion and the community! 

Lorelai: Hi! I go by Lorelai.:) 

I am 24 and my two year Tolitaversary” was 
in March. I learned about Lolita in high school 
through VKei [Visual Kei] and Mana. I tried 
creating my own dresses at that time and eventu¬ 
ally gave up. When I met Jhericca she had just 
joined the Metroplex Community and told me 
about her experience. I decided I would give Lolita 
another go and here I am.:) 

Ed: When you all started out...would it be safe to say 
“cosplay” Lolita...were there any hurdles, personal, 
economical, society, etc., you had to over come? It 
took me almost ten years before I started cosplaying 
because of self-esteem and social issues at the time. 

Jhericca: Lolita is different from cosplay because you 
aren’t dressing up as a character. So first I’d like 
to clarify: “you can’t cosplay’ Lolita, it’s a street 
fashion so you just wear it.” 

But to answer your question...I had a couple 
of hurdles when I started but most of them were 
simply because I was new. The older members of 
my community weren’t very active and I didn’t 
know very many Lolitas personally, so my first 
and foremost problem was...finding other Lolitas. 
Once I grabbed Sunny and Lorelai, and introduced 
them to the fashion. That issue pretty much solved 
itself. We all started around the same time, so we 



were able to learn together. 

Another hurdle that I constantly have to deal with 
is sizing because Lolita is made for tiny, petite 
Japanese girls. The sizing has gotten better but I’m 
still what is considered a “plus sized Lolita,” even 
though I’m not that way for Western clothing. 

Lorelai: I had a few dilemmas, some because I was 
new, and others because of my economical situa¬ 
tion. With Lolita fashion you are really learning 
how to dress your self all over again. All of the 
standard rules that you learn growing up...are for 
the most part out the window. You are now buying 
90% of your wardrobe online. You very rarely get 
the opportunity to see what you are buying before 
hand. You have to actually learn your body mea¬ 
surements. For the first time in my life I was 
forced to confront every aspect of my size, from 
my waist measurement to what type of dresses 
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actually looked good on my body. 

As far as economical, when 
I first started in Lolita I 
was still a college student 
and working to support my 
self. It took a very long time 
to accumulate even basic 
pieces. This placed a heavier 
emphasis on the pieces that I 
did buy. It also was very dif¬ 
ficult for me to attend meets 
because of my work schedule, 
which limited my opportunity to 
wear the clothing I was purchasing. 

Bri: For me, I struggled with accep¬ 
tance and money. My boyfriend (at 
the time) was embarrassed to be 
around me which really messed with 
my self esteem. When I finally started 
wearing it again, it took me a while to 
regain confidence in myself and deal¬ 
ing with all the snide comments. My current boy¬ 
friend really helped me grow my confidence because 
he would walk with pride with me and do his best 
to explain what I loved to people when they asked 
questions. And money was a much bigger problem 
during college. I would save up and then splurge. 
The constant cycle, and missing out on dresses 
and dealing with the disappointment of not being 
“on trend,” but after realizing how silly it was to 
feel like that over new prints or what (I thought) 
others expected, I became more comfortable. 

Sunny: Agreeing with Jhericca a little, but as a 
cosplayer first—cosplay is something completely 
different. While I think there are things like 
“cosplay lolita,” which is more or less just wearing 
a costume that just kind of resembles the fashion, 
I don’t equate it to the same as actual lolita because 
one isn’t actually focusing on the clothing or what 
else goes into lolita than just wearing a dress. 
Cosplay lolita is more or less just playing with a 
costume, which blurs the lines on people trying 
80 


to differentiate it—it’s 
easier just separating them 
from the get go, although I 
don't think that’s possible. 
But for me, I think my 
biggest hurdle with lolita 
was actually trying to 
find something unique 
to me and feeling 
confident to put to¬ 
gether my own outfits 
without consistent 
help. I didn’t start 
wearing or buying 
Lolita until I was 
already finished 
with college and 
finan-cially secure 
enough to main¬ 
tain the hobby, and 
I’ve always been comfortable in public 
in strange or alternative clothing (I’ve been cos¬ 
playing since 2006, both at conventions, school 
events, outdoor photo shoots and the like) so being 
seen in a wig and a nonconventional outfit don't 
bother me at this point. But I still do notice that 
I struggle with putting outfits or plans together 
and wondering “does this look okay: 1 ” and if I’ll 
be looked at poorly for one strange decision. I’ve 
been posted on negative sites before and have had 
my fashion choices questioned more than once, 
sometimes purely based on a grudge, but some¬ 
times it’s because I’ve worn something or decided 
on something that doesn’t look very nice at all. I 
don’t like standing out negatively, but I think of 
all of it as critique to improve; and sometimes it 
drives my friends insane but I’m constantly look¬ 
ing for ways to improve and constantly seeking 
opinions when I could just be comfortable with 
my decisions. I guess in a way it is a lack of confi¬ 
dence in my own skills. I never knew throwing 
together an outfit could be so difficult until Lolita, 
where even the slightest accessory choices could 
be criticized. Sometimes you just have to accept 
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it, but if I can avoid it before it happens, I try to. 

Ed: Jhericca, fair enough. I understand that Lolita is 
not cosplay, but fashion. I personally like Harajuku- 
style mens fashion, but the more conservative style. 
I know that body size plays a very important part... 
for fashion in general. All the “stylish” clothes that 
I also wanted to wear almost never come in a 4XL 
size. They were also somewhat expensive. Yes, I’m 
tall and big. I made a personal choice a year ago 
and worked really, really hard for myself and the 
person I care about. I’m now a XL. LOL. Still tall. 
So yeah, this also played a part in my self esteem. 
And for Bri...at one time, I went on dates with a 
Lolita girl for a while and I also was very happy to 
be out in public with her. And like Sunny, we were 
comfortable with it and with each other. Sure, 
we’d get the occasional stare, but we didn’t care. 
But the most part—you mentioned it Lorelai— 



that you buy most of your Lolita fashion online. 

Would it be easier and less of an expense if 
accessories and close were handcrafted at home 
for any of you? And its pros and cons of buying 
versus creating? I know for a fact that buying 
online poses it own problems. There have been a 
few time where I ordered a 2XL and won't even 
fit me. 

Jhericca: Though I'm sure it would be wayyyyy 
cheaper and probably easier. LOL. I’ll use a phrase 
my co-worker used, “I have more money than time.” 
It would take foreeevvverrr for me to make a dress 
especially since I don't know how to sew. Even 
more than that, to create something that has the 
quality and craftsmanship of even a Taobao 
(Chinese) brand dress would never be possible for 
someone like me. >_< 

But that’s where the used Lolita market comes 
in. If I buy something and it doesn’t fit, I sell it to 
another Lolita who can fit it. Used Lolita sales are 
great too because you get 50% to 100% of your 
money back, sometimes even more if the print is 
rare or hard to find. 

As far as accessories go though, most people 
purchase things from booths at cons; or American 
stores like Claire's, H&M and Forever 21. It’s 
most certainly not unheard of for Western Lolitas 
to supplement their wardrobe with items from 
local, easy to reach stores because they have very 
good wardrobe basics: socks, tights, hair bows, 
jewelry, etc. 

Lorelai: I can’t sew. LOL. The same quote would 
apply to me, “I have more money then time.” And 
when you factor in your time and the cost of quality 
fabric, I believe the cost would come out to about 
the same. This can also be very style specific. A 
person designing for a classic dress is going to use 
a lot less fabric, than say princess or goth style. 
Same with accessories. I have made them myself 
before and the minimum I've spent on just sup¬ 
plies is $20. This doesn’t factor in my time though. 
I do purchase a lot my accessories from stores on 
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Etsy and eBay. I just let other people make them 
for me. And honestly I don’t really have issues 
buying premade clothing online any more. Once I 
figured out what looks good on my body type and 
what I like, I haven’t had many issues. 

Ed: Though I have friends that are into the Lolita 
fashion out here in Los Angeles, I feel that it might 
be a little more accepted in mainstream society 
here. Even walking around in our “Little Tokyo,” 
we still get the occasional stares or curiosity. When 
you’re out in public...as a group or alone,.,how 
do you think the public, in your neck of the woods, 
reacts to your Lolita fashion? Or what is the gen¬ 
eral consensus to what Lolita fashion is outside 
conventions,.,or your part of the South? 

Sunny: Reactions to me have been pretty varied but 
we get a lot of specific ones. “Are you in a play?” 
“Why are you dressed up for?” And there's been a 
very small handful of children calling us princesses. 
Sometimes we get a few rude reactions saying we 
stand out too much or were trying to be dolls, but 
those are pretty rare. A lot of people, at least up in 
the Dallas area, have been pretty open and curious. 
And even if they disregard my answer in confusion 
(I had one person insist I was trying to be a doll), 
they've been pretty nice about it. Something I have 
noticed recently is that different styles get you more 
closed off reactions—I recently wore gothic to a 
mall when most of my friends were in sweet, and 
most of the people who asked what we were doing 
would avoid eye contact with me or wouldn’t ask me 
at all. I have a few friends who wear primarily gothic, 
and I’m usually the one flocked to for answers in 
sweet so it was a pretty surprising contrast. 

Lorelai: I live north of Dallas in a very hip/weird 
town and it actually suprised me the reactions we 
got in my area. Besides the normal “are you going 
to a play,” we got a few sneers as well as “#onlyin- 
denton,” Like we were an exclusive product of that 
area, LOL, For the most part in Dallas people don’t 
care, I will elaborate on what Sunny said about 


wearing gothic. That's all I wear. When I am with 
a group, people will go all the way around to me 
ask other people questions. On the flip side, people 
who are already into other alternative fashions 
(American goth/punk) often approach me. 

Jhericca: On occasion, we’ll get guys trying to hit 
on us, which is really odd since Lolita strives to 
have no sex appeal whatsoever. But most people 
in Dallas are just curious about it and will ask 
what we're doing. Once a blue moon, you'll get a 
really rude person, but the good very much out¬ 
weighs the bad. 

Bri: As someone who stays on high alert while in 
Lolita, I often watch people’s reactions and try 
to be ready for any sort of confrontation—be it 
positive or negative as best to protect the image 
of the fashion and also my friends. We have been 
called princesses, which I love. And we’ve been 
heckled—which I shut down and shut out as best 
I can, which seems to be what most of us do, though 
I’ve been known to get verbally aggressive when 
it’s really disrespectful. But most people are only 
trying to make connections with what they know 
thus the ’ play” comments a lot of the time, 

Ed: That’s very interesting. All in all, it’s pretty much 
the same here, in L.A., as it is there in Dallas, In 
our spring 2013 issue, we had an article titled 
“Memphis ‘Lolitas:’ Bring Style From Japan,” In 
this article from L, Taylor Smith, the two people 
interviewed really love the fashion, but the society 
where they lived basically ridiculed them. I’m 
happy that what they experienced didn’t happen 
to any of you. 

Right now, the Lolita fashion is predominantly 
a female fashion. Are there any males in your circles 
there are into the “male” Lolita fashion,.,if it’s fair 
to call it that? Or is it called something else? In our 
neck of the woods, they’re still in the minority. But 
for the most part, the males that I’ve encountered 
wore female Lolita fashion. What are your thoughts 
about that? 
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Sunny: The male form is “Ouji” or “Kodona” and 
also “Aristocrat,” so there is a masculine form of 
dress to match with the style. Im personally fine 
with men either in the boy style or even men in 
dresses; I actually have a few friends who do both. 
We had a few males in our comm who have tried 
and worn Ouji, though I noticed we don’t have 
many in our area. 


Jhericca: We used to have a guy that came to a lot 
of our meets when I first joined, but he lives really 
far away, so I think he stopped. I think a lot more 
guys are “brolitas,” i.e., male Lolitas who wear the 
female version of the fashion, because Ouji runs 
SO SMALL. Like, even the smallest girls I know 
have a hard time fitting proper Ouji garments so 
most Western sized guys are too large. 

Of course that problem could be remedied if they 
find custom sized items but it’ll take more effort. 


Lorelai: There is the male form Kodona/Ouji but 
it’s difficult to grow that closet as well as finding 
the clothes that will fit. There are more women 
associated with the fashion because the clothes 
are considered more hyper-feminine. I don’t have 


a problem with men wearing the fashion. I wear 
pants so if they want to wear frilly dresses more 
power to them. >:P 

Ed: Yeah, that should be given that western men’s 
sizes are much larger. It’s the first time I heard 
terms like “Ouji” and “Kodona.” I’ve always heard 
them referred to as “butler fashion” around here. 
But I probably sure I completely missed it. 

And then, do you have any final thoughts— 
you hopes, dreams and the spreading the accep¬ 
tance of Lolita fashion? And what advice would 
you all give to newcomers to the fashion? 

Jhericca: My Lolita dream is to FINALLY get a 
Lolita company to Dallas, It’s really upsetting as a 
DFW [Dallas-Fort Worth] Lolita to be in such a 
globally minded city and not be able to reach every¬ 
one who appreciates the fashion. Unfortunately, 
our community isn’t very well known and so at a 
lot of the Dallas conventions, we’re overlooked, 
Lolita brings cons a lot of funding and I truly 
think it’s an untapped market. My dream is to 
showcase that potential and bring the fashion to 
more people.

My advice to new¬ 
comers would be: don’t 
get discouraged. Like 
Lorelai said, Lolita is 
not easy in any way. It 
has rules to follow and 
it’s hard to figure out 
what will fit and what 
won’t if you don’t know 
your body type, etc. It’s 
a lot of trial and error. 

Sunny : My Lolita dream 
is just for overall under¬ 
standing and acceptance. 
I doubt it's possible, 
especially given how 
misconstrued it is with 
so many different people 
and how much fashion 
changes regionally as 
well as globally, but it 
would be nice at least 



having the general base 
knowledge known by 
more people so it's not just something questioned 
every time we walk outdoors. As much as I love 
sharing the knowledge and my thoughts, some¬ 
times I just want to go to the mall without having 
to play Q&A with the other attendees. 

As for new Lolitas, my advice has always been 
to keep trying and always look for ways to improve. 
I know so many who have been discouraged or quit 
the moment they receive any negative remarks, and 
I won’t lie, it is really hard to listen to negative 
things being said—but even in most negative 
discussions, there’s a critique hidden away. Take 
those bits that you can learn from and use them 
to improve and progress. You can see what works 
for you and what doesn't, and you become stronger 
and find your own style that way. 


Bri: My Lolita dream is for everyone who joins to 
enjoy the fashion. It can be frustrating at times 


with sizing or color match¬ 
ing or just rarity, but to 
enjoy the fashion and the 
community fully. I want 
acceptance of course, but 
that will take time and 
some education on the 
fashion just like any other 
thing in the world. I hope 
anyone who wants to try 
! it, has the opportunity 
presented to them at 
some point. I just want 
people to have fun. 

To newcomers: don’t be 
afraid of the frill. It can be 
an intimidating fashion, 
especially when you see a 
pack of princesses. Join a 
local community, learn the 
ropes, and don’t be afraid 
to take your time with it. 
There is absolutely no 
rush into the world of 
^ Lolita. We all start some¬ 
where and we all remember our new kid days. 


Lorelai: My lolita dream is probably a little bit of 
a wider thought, but I would like clothing to be 
seen as art. Part of why I do lolita, is because as 
an artist its an opportunity to transform my 
entire appearance. I am not longer just making 
the art but have in fact become art. I feel like a 
lot of times people are constantly falling back on 
the idea that fashion is just clothing. Fashion is a 
state of existence that represents your entity and 
can be therapeutic and transformative. 

To new comers: I would say always do what 
feels right. In this fashion you are often encour¬ 
aged to follow certain aesthetics that fall outside 
of the normal lolita rule set. Lolita is a fashion 
that gives you ultimate creative control. Stay in 
control, let your vision guide and transform you. 
So I guess I will go next! ♦♦♦
